He “emphasized that objectives of his administration have 
been to live within the cities limited resources, stabilizing our 
tax rate, running an efficient, honest government and providing 
for the speedy delivery of basic services or human needs to the 
cities populace. 

While stating that these objectives have to some degree been 
achieved (the tax rate was not only stabilized but lowered for 
the first time in seven years), 
dissatisfaction for what has not 
dissatisfaction has prompted him to seek a second term as 
Mayor of the City of Newark.
